Making concessions to the 
inevitable, Honda's latest Gold Wing 
has relocated rear turn signals (to 
allow saddlebag mounting) and an 
accessory jack for installation of 
citizen's band radio or stereo music 
systems. The package is rounded out 
with ComStar wheels, F2 front discs 
and calipers, a tank mounted 
instrument pod (fuel, voltage, water 
temperature), dual horns, and a 
quartz-halogen headlight. Although 
the Honda press meeting was attended 
by all manner of dirt-bike oriented 
publications, no mention of the long- 
awaited motocrossers and enduro 
bikes was made.

AMA Class B 


First, let me thank you for yur 
continued interest in the American 
Motorcyclist Assn. (AMA), its well 
being, and for attending and 
reporting the recent board meeting as 
well as the AMA open house activities. 

There is one part of your report 
(Cycle News #28, July 20) I should like 
to clarify because it may be that others 
also have the same misconception. 
Several years ago the number of 
positions on the board of trustees open 
to Class B members (industry) was 
allocated between the manufacturers, 
the aftermarket, and the motorcycle 
press. This probably is the origin of 
your comment when you referred to 
Roger Hull as holding the traditional 
publisher's position. At that time, 
trustees were also only elected for a 
one year term and all trustees came up 
for election annually. 


Thus you had a possible situation 
whereby a company which might be 
virtually assured a seat on the board 
might not have enough incentive to 
nominate their very best talent. And, 
the one year term did not lend itself to 
continuity of trustees. In fact in 1975, 
when I was first elected to the board, 
half of the trustees elected were serving 
their first term. At the following 
annual meeting in February 1976, that 
board of trustees, many of whom are 
still serving today, was successful in 
having the code of regulations 
changed in two significant ways: 
l)there are now two year terms for all 
trustees (A and B) with one half 
elected each year; and 2)the 





"allocation" previously referred to was 
done away with. This, hopefully, has 
enabled the AMA to draw upon the 
experience and talent of the best men 
willing and able to serve with no 
company virtually assured a position.

The oppressive heat and humidity 
were Springer’s only real challengers 
once a mysterious miss in the engine 
on lap three of the 25-mile event 
disappeared almost as quickly as it had 
begun. 

Springsteen's Bill Werner-tuned 
factory Harley-Davidson was followed 
to victory by Rookie Garth Brow for 
his best placing this year. Brow, riding 
the Team Bel-Ray/Bechelli 
Accessories Harley XR, took second a 
safe distance ahead of Gary Scott on 
the Evel Knievel Special XR. 

“I didn’t realize just how hot I was 
until I got off the bike and started to 
walk to the winner's circle," said Jay 
later. “It actually took a couple of 
minutes before a sort of faint feeling 
went away.” 

The race was marred by an accident 
which left Jay “Underdog” Ridgeway 
with severe brain damage. At 
presstime, Ridgeway was listed in 
extremely critical condition by the 
Good Samaritan Hospital in Mt.

Garth Brow timed a 
couple of ticks behind Springer with 
Scott Drake, Warren (Ohio) H-D, 
putting his XR in at third fastest. The 
Tex Peel/Bel-Ray/Schaeffer's 
(Orwigsburg, PA) H-D XR with Billy 
ScHeffer on board ticked off fourth 
quick time while Steve Morehead 
rounded out the top five on his KK 
Insurance /KK Supply Harley.

Racing Harley into second 
immediately at the start with Hank 
Scott, now riding a Harley for his 
brother's former tuner Carl Patrick, 
coming on strong on lap three and 
taking second on lap five. Beauchamp 
then found that Gene Romero wanted 
his Ocean Pacific Sunwear Special XR 
in third.

The third heat saw Gary Scott run 
out front start to finish. Second and 
third place were another matter. Mike 
Kidd (Mert Lawwill Racing Products) 
and Keith Ulicki (Uke's H-D) finally 
took the positions, but not without a 
fierce battle. Scott Drake wanted third 
badly and so did Skip Aksland (PJ-1 
Lubricants) and Chuck Palmgren 
(Dan Gurney Racing). Drake took the 
fight to the flag, but was beat out. 

Corky Keener had the crowd on its 
feet in the final heat as he blasted past 
Kenny Roberts for the lead as the pack 
entered turn one on the second lap. 
Keener then began to open a lead on 
his Team Harley mount as first Billy 
Schaeffer and then Billy Eves (East 
Coast H-D Dealers Ass.) pushed 
Roberts back to fourth. Alex 
Jorgenson then brought his Ron Wood 
Norton up to hound Kenny while 
Roberts searched for a way to third. 
There was none. 

Semis 

Gene Romero, Jay Ridgeway and 
Steve Eklund were all in a knot 
entering the first turn on lap six as the 
trio fought for the lead. Ridgeway 
ticked Eklund's tire, highsiding the 
Georgia rider and sending him to the 
hospital with severe head injuries. On 
the single file restart Vern Johnson 
(George Coston. H-D) took the lead 
with Romero and Eklund right 
behind. Three laps later, Romero 
swooped into the lead. Then on the 
final lap Eklurid shot past into the 
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lead, pulling Gene along and 
dropping a surprised Johnson to third 
and a spot in the trophy race. 

Scott Drake took his ticket to the 
National leading start to finish in the 
final semi. Alex Jorgenson held second 
for five laps before both Chuck 


Palmgren and Kenny Roberts 
thundered past when Alex slipped off 
the groove. Palmgren did the same 
two laps from the end and Kenny 
Roberts collected the final spot in the 
National on Palmgren's bobble. 


Trophy Race 

"The darn thing liked to never 
end," said Trophy Race winner Darryl 
Hurst. "I kept counting laps and 
waiting for the flag to come out so I 
could stop and cool off. Hey, it's hot 
out there. The 25-lap National is 
going to be a killer." 


Chuck Palmgren had split into the 
lead at the start with Hurst moving 
through traffic for second on lap two. 
Darryl put his Hurst Supply/Ossa 
West Yamaha into the lead on the 
following lap and then took off while 
Palmgren and Vern Johnson fought it 
out for second. Palmgren took second 
for good on lap seven while HNurst 
continued to pull away on his way to 
victory. 


National 

Mike Kidd learned about the 
frailties of Harley-Davidson magnetos 
as his quit on the starting line leaving 
the young Texan to beat his gas tank 
in frustration. 

Corky Keener led the field (now 14 
Harleys and the lone Yamaha of 
Roberts) off the line and on a quick 
tour of the DuQuoin track. Everyone 
played shuffle on the back straight 
with Springer, Gary Scott, Schaeffer, 
Brow, Boody and Ulicki lining up 
behind. 

Springer sprang into the lead as the 
pack sped away from turn two with 
Keener right on his rear wheel. Gary 
Scott bobbled in turn three and that 
was all Brow needed to make his way 
right up to third.

Race Test: 


The best 250cc 
motocrosser you 


can buy isa 
Suzuki RM250C 


Suzuki set the motocross world on fire when 
they introduced their first RM250 a couple of 
years ago. The bikes were so good — compared 
to everything else around — that the 250cc 


support class at the 1975 U.S. 500cc 
Motocross Grand Prix was almost an 
all-Suzuki show. The RM250 brought 
Suzuki out of the dark ages in the 
250cc motocross division, and pumped 
new interest and sales into Suzuki 
dealer showrooms. 

Now, in 1977, Suzuki has taken the 
RM250 and improved it, making 
another giant step forward in 
providing the public with the latest in 
motocross technology. The RM250C 
— the subject of this test — is the best 
Suzuki motocrosser yet. It's also the 
best 250cc production racebike you 
can buy. 

There are many reasons for the 
success. One of the most important is 
the fact that the production and 
racing department are now managed 
by the same staff so, naturally, there is 
an exchange of information. In a 
sense, five-time World. Champion 


Roger DeCoster is doing development 
work. 

Back in 1972 the Suzuki TM400 was 
the bad joke of motorcycling. No bike 
handled as bad or was as vicious as 
those early TMs. Recently, we asked 
DeCoster how such a bike made it into 
production. 

"At that time," Roger said "the 
racing department and the production 
were completely different. Joel Robert 
was the main Suzuki rider then. I had 
only been with them three months, and 
he liked the TM400. His style was 
unusual. Now with the racing and 
production together they work very 
closely. The bike's development since 
that time has improved greatly." 

Compared to the RM250B, the 
biggest improvement on the RM250C 
is the addition of an air-oil fork. From 
hard adobe to soft sand the fork did 
its job. The 9.8 inches of travel 





soaked up the worst bumps we 
encountered. During one riding 
session a drop-away added to the 
course took us by surprise. As the 
bike flew off the six-foot drop it landed 
squarely on the front tire. Those 
watching from the side of the track 
thought they would witness "Killer 
Endo." But no such luck with the 
Suzuki. As the full force of the free fall 
was soaked up by the front end, we fell 
in love with the fork. It saved a test 
rider's life. 

Because of the air capability the 
fork is infinitely adjustable. The same 
pressure that worked great at 
Saddleback was way.too stiff on the 

"Shadow Glen course at Indian Dunes. 
By simply lowering the air pressure, 
the forks again were plush. The front 
once dialed in, handled race 
punishment easily. 

New triple clamps came with the 
fork and we didn't notice any flex. 
Trick, machine-fit fork gators have 
little air vents. The hot set up on the 
brake cable guide is to take off the 
little collar on the cable then attach 
the clamp directly to the cable. This 
will keep the clamp from working 
loose and scratching up the fork tube. 

Suzuki changed to a conical hub in 
the front this year. After the first spoke 
tightening session the spokes remained 
tight throughout the- entire testing

period. The front brake worked as well 
as any brake we've used. And besides 
the fact that it is functional, the hub 
looks great. 

The engine is basically the same one 
that was in the RM-B. The difference 
is in the transfer ports. This year they 
were angled to give the engine more 
mid-range punch. The new porting 
coupled with the new pipe made the 
"C" a lot more controllable than the 
"B" — the power comes on smoother. 
The pipe is well tucked in and only 
touched. our leathers in tight turns 
while sitting on the tank. 

A big improvement was the addition 
of the new mount at the silencer/pipe 
junction. It prevents that second-moto 
flop that was familiar with the older 
Suzukis. 

A VM 36mm SS Mikuni handles the 
carburetion and as usual starting was 
easy. The only change here for 1978 
was the plunger-type choke instead of 
the old lever type. Our bike ran rich 
when we first picked it up from 
Suzuki. After lowering the carb needle 
one notch the bike cleaned up in the 
middle. 

The petcock faces in toward the 
tank and has.a positive on-off click. It 
is well tucked in and it is unlikely that 
any stray rock will be able to turn the 
gas off. 

/ The seat-and frame are the.same as 


used on the RM250B. As a matter of 
fact, everything on the bike behind the 
engine is exactly the same as last year’s 
model. It was the addition of the air 
fork that makes it feel like a totally 
new bike. 

The rear suspension is handled by 

Kayaba remote-reservoir shocks with 
nine inches of true rear-wheel travel. 
KYB shocks are fast becoming the 
standard by which others are judged in 
the from-the-factory suspension 
department. They have dual springs 
and are a snap to dial in for your 
personal riding requirements. Omne 
rider who weighed in at 180 lbs. felt 
the shocks were perfect. 
. Everything on the bike seems in the 
right place. The throttle response and 
mid range power allow a rider to do 
things no one would dream of trying 
on a pipey bike. After heading briefly 
off the track to trail ride the RM250C, 
we found that it was so torquey and 
comfortable that it's hard to believe 
that it could dominate the MX track 
with power as well. But it does. The 
250C is as fast, stock, as most any 
other 250 on the market. The big 
difference is where the Suzuki comes 
on the powerband. Because of the 
mid-range a racer can get more power 
to the ground earlier in a turn, thus 
exit the turn faster.

the bike seemed easier to ride is that, 
because of the mid-range, a rider 
could shift to a higher gear, which is 
like*taking an extra breath. You go as 
fast btit not-as.hard. Add that up over 
a 30 minute moto and that is a lot of 
extra breaths. Mike thought his works 
Yamaha was faster and didn't vibrate 
as much as the "C." So if you want a 
better bike, you'll have to claim one at 
the Nationals. 

The individual changes on this 
years model were minor but adding 
them all up together the difference 
was unbelieveable. Everything on the 
RM250C works together. After your 
first encounter with. the Suzuki you 
notice that the scenery around the 
track moves by a little faster than it 
did on your old sled. The bike handled 
so well we didn't care which way we 
landed off the jumps — the suspension 
was that nice. This year's bike weighs 
in a little heavier because of the air 
forks but the handling more than 
justifies the additional weight. 

The Suzuki required only minimum 
maintenance typical to Japanese 
motorcycles and handled with the best 
of the European bikes. 

All testing comes down to the 
bottom line — which bike to buy? Of 
all the bikes we've ridden, we would 
lay our money down on the RM250C.

Dr. Gerrit Wolsink — licensed 
to practice motocross

International motocross is tough by any stand- 
ards — it demands traveling tens of thousands 
of miles each year to race all over the world; it 
demands several hours each day for rigorous 


training, hours for meticulous 
machine preparation and in a race it 
demands that the rider give every- 
thing he has to win. For the men at the 
top it demands so much time and 
dedication that it can take over their 
whole lives. 

All professionals have to come to 
terms with it — with varying degrees 
of success. But one man who has made 
it to the top without letting motocross 
take over his life is Suzuki teamster 
Gerrit Wolsink. 

Dutchman Gerritt has never earned 
his living at anything else other than 
motocross. He works hard and he rides 
hard — he’s a 100% professional. But 
when the meeting's over and the bikes 
are safely stowed away then Gerritt 
Wolsink, Grand Prix racer, goes home 
and relaxes with his wife as just plain 
Gerrit. 

“I make very sure that I keep it all in 
perspective,” he says firmly. “Of 
course motocross affects my private 
and social life to some degree, but I 
know where to draw the line and when 
the racing is over then I always go 
home to my wife, Annike, and it's very 
rarely that I'm away for more than 
three or four days at a time.” 


“Annike is very good for me,” 
admits Gerrit. “She rarely comes with 
me to meetings, really she’s not that 
keen on motocross, so when we're 
home we try to talk of other things.” 

Gerrit was 30 in March and he’s 
been married three years: “I suppose 
Annike only married me because she 
realized that I've only got some seven 
years at the most as a professional 
rider. It certainly wasn’t for the 
money,” he jokes. 

Wasn't it? You must make a bit of 
money as a works Suzuki rider, I 
asked. 

“You must be joking, nobody makes 
a lot of money at motocross. Well, 
certainly not the riders,” Wosink says.. 


Gerrit has always been out-spoken 
when it comes to getting a better deal 
for the riders and is keen to have the 
cake divided up a bit more fairly. 

“Motocross certainly isn’t going to 
make any rider rich,” he says, “look at 
me, I'm a works rider, I have a factory 
contract with Suzuki Japan and I'm 
certainly not rich. Roger (DeCoster) 
isn't rich. When you think that the 
average man works until he is 65 — we 
cannot expect to work beyond 35. 

"So can you blame us for trying to 
get as much money as we can, while we 
can? I hate to talk about money, but 
organisers are getting rich and we've a 
right to more." 

But Gerrit gets depressed talking 
money and has little time for those 
who — he says — “always want to be 
in the front row for a dime.” 

He was born on March 3, 1947 in 
Hengelo in the east part of Holland. 
His father organised international 
motocross meetings at Hengelo as well 
as managing a big motor cycle 
business. 

“Not only that but I had an uncle 
who rode professionally, so my future 
seemed assured,” says Gerrit. 

“I started riding professionally at 
19, but I'd been getting in plenty of 
experience riding a little moped in 
wild club motocrosses. . .strictly 
unofficial, you understand." 

But always a little academic at 
school, Gerrit won a place at 
Amsterdam University to study 
dentistry. He didn't let his studies 
interfere with his motocross. 

"When I went to the University my 
results got better both ways," he says. 
“J did better at motocross and got 
better grades in my exams. I rode 
Husqvarna in those days. In fact I 
stayed with them until 1972. 

Wolsink is pretty unique in moto- 
cross — a university graduate. It is fair 
to say that most riders left school to go 
straight into some sort of trade, that 


they weren't at all interested in any of 
the more intellectual pursuits. Not so 
with Gerrit. Always very keen on study 
at school he worked hard at the univer- 
Sity, and managed to fit in motocross too. 

But doesn't he feel at all unusual? 

“Well perhaps I am unusual,” he 
admits, “but I certainly don’t feel any 
different. I think motocross is the best 
way of life possible. Perhaps more 
university graduates would take up 
motocross if they realized how 
fantastic it is. 

“I was quite successful at motocross 
while I way studying,” he reveals, “and 
my winnings were pretty useful when it 
came to paying my fees.” 

He qualified as a dentist in 1972 but 
he'd already established himself on the 
international scene. He finished 10th 
in the 1970 500cc World Series on a 
Husqvarna. And in 1972 he went 
completely professional as the “Dutch 
dentist,” again finishing 10th on his 
Husky as DeCoster gained his second 
title. 


“At the end of 1972 I weighed up 
all the offers — Yamaha was 
interested in me too — and plumped 
for Maicos.” 

He finished fifth the next year, 
fourth in 1974 —his first year with 
Suzuki — third in 1975, and last year he 
was a very close second to DeCoster. 
There were just six points between us. 

“Гуе been getting better all the 
time, like the song,” he says, “and of 
course my ambition is to be World 
Champion. I've never felt nearer to it 
than I do now. 

“Of course I sometimes get 
depressed about giving up a promising 
career as a dentist and when things 
aren't going so well, when I get my 
mid-season blues then I think ‘hell, 
why didn’t you open a practice?’. But I 
gave up a good profession to be in 
motocross and I did it willingly, so I 
always end up concentrating on the 
job in hand. 

“I train hard, but I’m a terrible 
runner,” he admits. “I mean, look at 
me! When you're built like an ox it's 
not easy to run hard." He is physically 
big and stands out in the paddock, 
literally a head above the crowds. 

"People just don't realize how nice 
motocross is," he says, "of course it 
isn't as respectable as being a dentist 
but my experience with Suzuki — you 
can't buy that. When you're working 
at the highest technical level with the 
most highly developed motocross bikes 
in the world, when you are going to 
the maximum testing new bikes in 
Japan and working with a great team 
— that's what makes me smile. 

"Of course I realize that when I can 
no longer win for them then Suzuki 
will say that it is time for me to go. It 
will happen to me in the end. but the 
factory has a human side as well as the 
hard-headed business side." 

Gerrit has always been a favorite 
with the crowds and he takes his public 
image seriously. "I always make a 
point of giving autographs personally, 
I think that is important,” he says. “I 
get a lot of TV coverage in Holland 
too, but those guys can get me mad. I 
was once getting ready for a TV 
interview and the guy said to me that 
he wouldn't ask any difficult questions. 
Are you ready for that? He thought 
motocrossers were dummies!” 

"I know most riders aren't that 
articulate and don't come over very 
well on TV, but it’s just something 
that you have to work at. And that’s 
what I'm doing. 

"I think that I shall return to 
dentistry when I retire from 
motocross,” he says thoughtfully. “It is 
a-well paid job in my country and I do 
like to live comfortably. 

“But retirement is a few years off 
yet. Like you say, I've been getting 
closer and closer to the world title 
every year." •

Although Bast was able to stop, 
Penhall was not and exploded the 
starting line tapes to disqualify 
himself from the race. With a three- 
rider go, Bast moved to the lead 
immediately in the first corner, and 
was only challenged once by Fishback 
in the early going. At the checkered 
flag, Bast was the easy winner with Jim 
Fishback and Gene Woods trailing.

COSTA MESA, CA, JULY 29 
Before a "standing room only" 
crowd of 10,000 screaming speed- 
way fans, the tiny dirt oval at the 
Orange County Fairgrounds 
hosted the first North American 
World Qualifying round for the World 
Speedway Championship held in the 
United States in over a quarter of a 
century. Not since 1951 has the U.S. 
scheduled a qualifier to determine a 
representative from American 
Speedway to compete in the World 
Final. 

The huge throng witnessed some of 
the most exciting speedway motorcycle 
racing ever seen in the eight-year 
history of Costa Mesa. When the 20 
scheduled four-lap events and the one 
runoff were ‘completed, Southern 
California’s two most dominant riders, 
four-time national champion Mike 
Bast and Bruce Penhall, were selected 
to represent the United State in White 
City, England on August 21st in the 


European Speedway qualifying round. 
The 16-rider field included: every 
American champion since 1968 
(except one): Rick Woods, Steve Bast, 
Mike Bast, Alan Christian, and Rich 
MacMurray. Only two-time Nor-Cal 
champion John Cunningham, who has 
since retired, was not competing. The 
field was determined by two semi-final 
qualifying rounds in Northern 
California at Folsom and Cal-Expo in 
Sacramento. Only last year's 
American representative in the World 
Final, Scott Autrey of Bellflower, CA, 
was seeded straight into the final 
qualifying round at Costa Mesa. 

For Autrey, who has been 
competing in the British League for 
the past five years, it was only his 
second real racing action on the Costa 
Mesa little oval since he finished 
second to Rick Woods in the 1972 U.S. 


National Championship. Other 
qualifiers included Norhtern 
California riders Mike Faria, Dennis 
Robinson, Larry Shaw, Dwayne 


Yarrow, Ron McGill, and Dave Faria, 
and Southern California regulars, 
Bruce Penhall, Dennis Sigalos, as well 
as Mike Curoso and Steve Gresham 
who have been competing in Europe. 

A number of important races 
marked the 2l-event program, as 
Autrey showed the crowd that he was 
ready to challenge for the top position 
in the very first race. Scott jumped to 
the lead in the first corner, and 
Curoso, Steve Bast, and Mike Faria 
followed and never challenged. 

After victories by Yarrow and 
Penhall, the first important 
confrontation of the evening found 
Mike Bast, Woods, and MacMurray 
matched up in race number four. 
After a restart because of a staging 
problem, Bast was able to hold off 
Woods, who was riding a factory four- 
valve Jawa, to take the win with 
MacMurray and Dave Faria third and 
fourth. Autrey scored another win in 
race five, and, then Penhall was 
matched up against Mike Bast in race 
six. Penhall and Bast started side-by- 
side with Mike jumping into the lead. 
However, Bruce went to the outside 
line and past Mike in the second turn 
and went on to take the upset win. 
That second place finish for Bast 
proved to be his only loss of the night. 

Woods came back in race seven to 
score his first win of the evening, while 
Steve Bast picked his intial triumph in 
the eighth four-lapper. Race number 
nine saw Autrey, starting beautifully 
and riding very smoothly, score his 
third consecutive win, and, all of a 
sudden, Scott was leading the points. 
In the final race before intermission, 
Woods, riding at Costa Mesa for the 
first time since last year’s national 
championship, recorded his second 
win of the program and now trailed 
Autrey by just one marker after three 
rounds of competition. 

Leading off the second half of the 
20-event program was Bast, who 
defeated Gresham to nail down his 
second win. Even 12 was another big 
matchup with Penhall, still unbeaten, 
Steve Bast, Shaw, and MacMurray 
staging into the starting line. Bast 
grabbed the lead in the first turn with 
Penhall and Shaw on the outside. A 
desperate try by Penhall on the outside 
was just not enough to slip by the 
former two-time national title holder, 
and Steve had scored his second 
victory. 


With two rounds of action to go, 
Autrey was the only rider with a 
perfect nine points, but three riders, 
Mike Bast, Penhall, and Woods, each 
had eight and Steve Bast had seven. 

Race number 13 proved to be one of 
the most important events of the entire 
night, as Autrey came up against Mike 
Bast, Larry Shaw, and Costa Mesa 
hotshoe Alan Christian. It was the only 
race of the night that Autrey had to 








start on the outside position on the 
starting gate. At the click of the gate, 
Bast, who started third, and Autrey 
were side-by-side, but Mike was able to 
catch the outside traction while Scott 
went too high and almost hit the 
crashwall. Down the back 
straightaway, Bast led with Autrey 
running last. Scott was able to move by 
Shaw for third, but Bast and Christian 
had the two top positions to 
themselves, as the checkered flag came 
out. Bast picked up three points to 
move ahead of Autrey, who collected 
only one marker in the event. 

The next race saw Curoso defeat 

MacMurray, while Penhall scored his 
third win in event 15. Another big 
upset was made in race number 16 
when young Dennis Sigalos made a 
superb start and defeated Steve Bast 
and Rick Woods, putting both of them 
out of contention. 
Event number 17 looked to be the 
most important race of the night, as 
Autrey, still with an excellent chance 
of making the trip to England, went 
up against Penhall and Woods, who 
showed signs of his early 70's form. 
Again, starting on the pole, Scott took 
the advantage in the first turn with 
Penhall and Woods riding on the 
outside. However, Autrey was having 
no part of the outside line and 
continued to ride exceptionally on the 
low groove. Penhall again made 
several desperate attempts to catch 
Autrey on the outside, but failed and 
Autrey collected his fourth victory of 
the night. Penhall placed second with 
Woods and Ron McGill trailing. With 
both riders completing all five rides, 
Autrey and Penhall were tied with 13 
points each and leading the overall 
standings. 

The stage was now set for the final 
event of the night, and Mike Bast 
needed a win to secure himself a spot 
in the European Final. Only brother 
Steve, Yarrow, and Dennis Robinson 
stood in his path. But, at the start, it 
was all Michael Bast, as the defending 
national champion rode away from 
the field and collected the magic three 
points to total 14. It was a happy Bast 
clan following the event, but Autrey 
and Penhall were tied for second with 
13 markers, and a four-lap runoff 
between them was necessary to 
produce the other U.S, representative. 

Thus, the SRO crowd was on its feet 
as Penhall and Autrey moved out to 
the starting line for the choice of the 
starting gate positions. Autrey won the 
coin toss and chose the pole, which left 
Bruce with the outside position, a spot 
he was used to. 

At the snap of the gate, Autrey 
pitched his machine into the first turn 
in front of Penhall. However, the 
knowledge of competing on the Costa 
Mesa track every week went to work 
for Penhall, as Bruce threw his Neil 
Street machine into the cushion on the 
outside. Penhall received the traction 
he needed to move around Autrey 
down the back straightaway and take 
the lead. From that point, Scott made 
several attempts at Bruce, but Penhall 
was not to be denied, and the 20-year- 
old from Balboa crossed the finish line 
the winner. The crowd went berzerk 
and former teammates Bast and 
Penhall were the U.S. representatives 
to the European Speedway Final. 

Garden Grove Datsun gave Mike 
Bast $2500 for his European traveling

Arlo Englund: Colorado's 


fastest motocrosser admits he's not 
fast enough.

“I need to push myself harder, instead of riding 
around at my regular ability. I haven't put any 
real effort into my riding yet." 

Arlo Englund laid back in the aluminum 


lawn chair, propping his feet against baking Texas sun that morning had 
the stand holding up his 125cc Husky. , pushed the temperature into the 90s. 
Practice hadn't even begun yet for the Glare reflected off the chrome and 
Rio Bravo National and already the polished aluminum of the yet-to-be- 


released 1978 production bike with 
longer suspension, forcing us to squint 
our eyes in its harshness. 

"The way I'm riding now...I'm 
riding like Гт going to be racing 
motocross when I'm 70 years old. But I 
won't be winning very often and 
making a name for myself. I've got to 
make some kind of decision soon about 
what I'm going to do." 

So far Arlo has done well enough 
that he's been able to pick up limited 
sponsorship from Husqvarna, in the 
form of bikes and parts, beginning 
back in the summer of 1976. It was 
after he joined Husky last year that he 
placed third overall at the Delta, 
Ohio, 125cc National for the highest 
finish ever by a semi-privateer on a 
stock bike. 

It certainly isn't easy traveling 
around the country, trying to follow 
the National circuit with just the 
money you win each week. Arlo's good 
enough though, that even though he's 
not making money, he is able to break 
even on expenses as the weeks average 
out. Of coure, that means he has to 
spend more nights sleeping in his truck 
than in motel rooms. And eating at a 
Burger King is considered a luxury 
after all those peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches. The only way you can 
really make money on the National 
circuit, no matter how fast you are, is 
to be a salaried factory rider with all 
your expenses paid for by the factory. 

Having friends to help share on 
expenses also helps. That's why Husky 
"B" Team members like Arlo, Chuck 
Sun, Charlie Holcomb and Cal Kalicki 
are never far apart. When one 
member of the team does well, 
though, you have to be careful not to 
go out and blow what you just earned 
on a big Sunday night steak dinner. 

For a motocross fan, keeping your 
eye on semi-factory riders like Arlo 
provides a two-fold advantage. The 
first is that this year's semi-factory 
rider has a 50-50 chance of being next 
year’s factory rider, so you can go 
around telling your buddies “I told 
you so” when they do make it. That's 
how Kent Howerton got his start with 
Husky, and guys like Bob Elliott and 
Gary Ogden will probably be riding 
with Team Suzuki full-factory next 
year. 

The other advantage of watching 
semi-factory riders is that you'll get to 
see next year’s production bikes in 
action before they're released to the 
public. While the factory riders score 
the expensive works bikes, the semi- 
factory riders like Arlo serve a double 
purpose in helping to sort out the yet- 
to-be-released production bikes for the 
factory. All throughout the 125cc 
Nationals Arlo has been using a 1978 
model CR125 Husky with leading axle 
magnesium front forks and longer 
suspension. During the  250cc 
Nationals Arlo had been racing a 
CR390 Automatic in the Open 
Support class, a bike which should also 
see production this fall and perhaps be 
Kent Howerton's choice for an Open 
class bike by the time Trans-AMA 


"comes around. 





Arlo is certainly the only Pro rider 
on the National circuit who can credit 
his sister for giving him a start in 
motocross. His father thought the 
whole idea of racing motorcycles was 
ridiculous and wouldn't help out. 
That was five years ago. Now 20 years 
old, Arlo first learned to ride in a 
practice field a couple of miles from , 
his house in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado. His sister let him take the 
lights off her Suzuki 90 trail bike and 
then she drove him to a local race 
where he won the Junior class. x 


After about a year of racing Arlo 
became good enough to receive a 
sponsored ride from Bill Ferneyhough; 
who was also sponsoring his own son 
on the Robo Car Wash Team. Arlo 
did well on the Yamahas Fernyehough 
provided and in 1974 applied for his 
AMA Pro license to make some of the 
qualifiers around the Colorado area. 
There was a four race qualifier series; 
and Arlo, who was already the top 
ranked 250cc rider in Colorado, might 
have won the series if his bike hadn't 
broken in the last race. He also rode 
the Baldwin, Kansas, Inter-Am that 
year and finished ninth. 

The following year, 1975, wasn't so 
hot for Arlo. He entered four 
Nationals and broke in three of them. 
He still did well enough in the one race 
he did finish to pick up National 
number 75 for the next year. 

1976 became Arlo's first full year on 
the AMA National circuit. He was still 
riding Yamahas when he began the 
season at the Florida Winter-AMA 
Series, following right on through the 
Supercorss Series and 250cc Nationals. 
He wasn't going fast enough to 
challenge any of the factory riders, but 
he was consistent enough each 
weekend to attract the attention of 
Husqvarna, who offered to help him 
out with bikes and parts. It was in the 
opening 500cc National that Arlo 
suffered his first serious injury when he 
knocked out his front teeth on the 
cross-brace of his handlebars when 
crashing. I remember seeing him pull 
into the pits after it happened and he 
certainly didn't look too happy, with 
blood all over his mouth and jersey. 
He now has a nice set of man-made 
front teeth. 

Arlo decided to concentrate on the 
125cc Nationals after that, and despite 
missing the first three races he just 
missed finishing the Championship in 
the top 10. His strong third place 
overall on the stock Husky at Delta 
helped him to finish 11th overall .for 
that series, and end up National 
number 22 for the 1976 season. 

This year Arlo's been proving that 
he can keep up with, and sometimes 
beat, some of the slower factory riders 
now on the circuit. In the 125cc 
National class he's proving to be 
especially fast and capable of finishing 
in the top 10 each week. He's no Bob 
Hannah, that's for sure. But he does 
have the potential to be a winner. It all 
depends on, like Arlo Englund said, 
"I've got to decide if I'm going to put 
any real effort into my riding." e.

Mike Bast ends up 
with perfect score 
at NorCal Speed- 
way qualifiers

SACRAMENTO, CA, JULY 22 
Mike Bast won every one of his 
regular heats to be the only rid- 
er to come through the two Inter- 
national Motorcycle Speedway 
Qualifying Rounds with a perfect 
score of 24 points. 

Bast did, however, lose two races. 
At the Folsom races, Bast ended the 
evening tied with Larry Shaw. As the 
riders lined up for the runoff, Bast 
jumped and broke the tapes. Shaw was 
awarded the checkered flag and 
toured the track to the roar of the 
crowd. At Cal Expo, Bast was again 
tied. This time he had to line up with 
his regular weekly adversary, Bruce 
Penhall. As the riders lined up for the 
start, Bast did it again — the tape was 
broken and referee Fred Spencer 
awarded the race to Penhall. While 
Penhall circled the track with the flag, 
Bast rode his rear wheel around the 
track and into the pits. Mike has made 
two trips to the North this year, and 
the only time he hasn't won all of the 
mains was when he broke the tape in a 


Scratch Semi. Mike's luck with the 
tapes is rather unusual, since this year 
someone bought some really good 
material and the tapes are stretching a 
long way before breaking. Both of the 
races that Bast lost had no effect on 
the final outcome of points for the 
Qualifying Rounds and he goes into 
the final at Costa Mesa as the odds-on 
favorite. 

During the rounds, Bast rode 
against all but five of the riders that 
will be going into the final. As 
mentioned he lost to Penhall and Shaw 
in the runoffs. Other riders that did 
not have to face him in a race were: 
Mike Faria, Steve Gresham and Duane 
Yarrow. 

Steve Bast was tied for second at Cal 
Expo, as he was at Folsom. Steve 
ended up second overall with 22 
points. Steve, now living in Loomis, 
showed that the change to Northern 
California has not affected his ability 
to run with the best of the 
broadsliders. Brother Mike and 
Dennis Sigalos were the only two riders 
to reach the finish line before him. All 
alone in third for total points was Mike 
Faria. Faria put 10 points at Cal Expo 
with the 11 he earned at Folsom for a 
total of 21. At Cal Expo, Faria was 
defeated twice, once by Rich 
MacMurray and the other in the last 
event by Bruce Penhall. Last week, 
Faria's only loss came at the hands of 
Paul Orlandi. Bruce Penhall, coming 
back after a rather poor showing at 
Folsom, put it all together for a perfect 
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12 points and tied last years high 
point AMA rider Rich MacMurray, 
for fourth. Penhall showed up sporting 
a new set of leathers and probably 
didn’t want to get any dirt on them. 
MacMurray's only losses came at the 
hands of the Bast brothers. Fifth spot 
ended in a tie between Larry Shaw and 
Alan Christian. Shaw had won the 
runoff with Mike Bast at Folsom, but 
was only to do half as well as his 
previous night's riding. Larry put six 
points on the board to go with his 12 
for a total of 18. Christian was zapped 
in his first heat at Folsom and could 
not make the restart. He did come 
back and gained a total of seven 
points. At Cal Expo, he won his first 
three races and ran second to Mike 
Bast in his last race for a total of 11 
points and an overall of 18. 

Mike Curoso emerged from the 
Folsom races with only five points to 
his credit. With Sonny Nutter doing 
his wrenching, Curoso came back with 
an impressive 11 points at Expo and 
assured himself a berth in the final. 
Curoso tied with Rick Woods and 
Duane Yarrow for the fifth spot. 
Woods is getting better everytime he 
comes out and if he gets a chance for a 
little more practice, must be 
considered a bet for one of the top 
spots. Yarrow had one win and one 
third place spot to go with his string of 
second places. 

Five riders tied for seventh with 15 
points: Dennis Robinson, Ron McGill, 
Steve Gresham, Dave Faria and 
Dennis Sigalos. Robinson was in his 
first week of racing after breaking his 
collarbone in the first race of the 
season in Folsom. 

Marty Benck crashed in. his first 
heat and only picked up five points to 
go with his seven for a total of 12 and 
gained the first alternate position. 
Matt Jackson will be the second 
alternate with a total of 11 points. — &

Next, we lost many experts. 
Another rule states that no one 
holding a professional license this year 
or last may compete. Fair enough and 
good news for the still-sportsman 
rider. Except for one thing: When the 
AMA lowered its age requirement for 
pro licenses to 16, most of District 37’s 
top expert scrambles riders dashed out 
and got theirs, which wiped out even 
more entries. 


So, we have two rules right there 
that effectively barred probably half 
the riders who would like to have 
completed. There is nothing wrong in 
denying entry to the professional rider, 
but that 16-year-old rule has a double 
edge to it. 

The Gripsters are just about the 
biggest “pure” scrambles club in 
District 37. They just barely broke 
even last time they gave riders a 
chance to ride Ascot; didn’t even have 
enough money left over for a pizza for 
the club members. 


For this one, they knew they were 
living dangerously, but someone had 
to host the qualifier. For one thing 
they always give first class trophies, for 
this event the trophy bill was over 
$900, but the gold was beautiful. You 
only had to see the faces of the trophy 
winners at the awards to know how 
they loved their awards. 


They had 154 riders at their 
qualifier, and everyone felt pretty bad 
after everything was over and done 
with Sunday. It’s not necessary to tell 
you more money figures, but they told 
me frankly about track rental, entry 
fees, percentages etc. and I know they 
are not blowing smoke. They are 
hurting. 

Now I'll address myself to the 
District 37 Sports Committee: How 
about a helping hand for the 
Gripsters? Most of us "track freaks" 
know desert clubs rule, but the 
Grippies have been a leading 
supporter of our District for many 
years; Francis Petty, a Grippie from 
way back, is now our scrambles 
steward. They deserve some financial 
help at this point. 

On Sunday people were standing 
around saying no one would get any 
help from the Sports Committee 
because all that ever goes on there is 
“save the desert.” All efforts and 
monies goes for the preservation of the 
pucker bushes and the pucker bush 
busters. Some District funds were even 
used to improve one of the desert 
roads. Now if money can be spent in 
that way (and if I were a scrambles or 
motocross rider paying District dues 
Га sure wonder about it, too) it can 
also be spent to help the Gripsters. 
They have put much money into 
District 37 coffers over the years... 
remember the giant Elsinore GPs? 

It wouldn't hurt Westerville either 
to investigate this situation. Clubs like 
the Gripsters pay out lots in sanction 
fees, too. If they suffer the whole loss 
on this one, no one else will want to 
touch a qualifier with a 10-foot pole. 

I'm keepin’ the faith. Let’s hear it 
for the Gripsters and see some action!

Baker wins 
in England

BRANDS HATCH, KENT, 
ENGLAND, JULY 10 


American Steve Baker rattled 
up convincing wins at Brands 
Hatch to win the British round 
of the new Formula 750cc World 
Championship Series, and stretch his 
lead over his nearest rival in the 
competition to 40 points. 

But the 20,000 fans who basked in 
the sunshine around the 2.61 mile GP 
circuit saw two British heroes extend 
the factory Yamaha rider to the full. 

In the first 24-lap leg Yorkshireman 
Mick Grant chased Steve all the way, 
and crossed the line just 2.6 seconds 
down at the finish. It was young Ron 
Haslam, the Langley flyer, who had 
the crowd roaring in the second race, 
and he, too, was around 2.5 seconds 
behind at the checkered flag. 


But while Grant failed to finish the 
second part, after a crash in the early 
stages, Haslam's first race fifth was 
enough to grab second place in the 
overall results, and 12 championship 
points. 

Third overall was John Newbold, 
riding the 750cc Suzuki-triple that had 


been wheeled out of the Suzuki GB 
workshops for a rare outing, while 
Australian Warren Willing looked 
impressive in his British debut as he 
took fourth spot overall on his TZ750D 
Yamaha. 

Biggest disappointment of the day 
was Dave Potter's tumble in the 
opening race, when lying second to 
Baker, and holding off a strong 
challenge from Kawasaki ace Barry 
Ditchburn. Dave escaped unhurt, but 
the man who had been fastest in prac- 
tice, on the Broad BP Yamaha failed 
to have the chance to turn potential 
into Formula 750cc championship 
points. 

But whether he, or anyone else 
could have beaten Baker on this 
showing is open to doubt. The little 
American had to hurry in the first 
race, persued by Grant, and in a fran- 
tic last three lap effort equalled Barry 
Sheene's existing absolute lap record 
of 1m 35.8s, but even so Grant admit- 
ted after the event that he couldn't 
have gone any quicker. 

"I was trying my hardest," said 
Mick. But Baker was quick to praise 
his rival. 

"It was hot out there, and Mick 
made it even hotter. I couldn't slack 
off at any time," said Steve Baker. 

The start was like rush hour in Pic- 
cadily, with about as much jumping 
the lights! Baker was the first to reach 
Paddock Bend, with Grant in hot per- 
suit, and Dave Potter, Barry Ditch- 
burn and Christian Sarron in close 
company. 

From then on Baker was never 
headed. Potter moved up into second 
place, with Ditchburn pushing his 
teammate down to fourth, and Sarron 
kept in touch with the leading group. 


But on the 11th lap Potter took an 
almighty fall at Westfields, but boun- 
ced back onto his feet and waved the 
first aid men away. The bike, though, 
fared less well, and there was not 
much left to salvage. 

Christian Estrosi had gone, too. He 


was one of four fallers at Park Curve 
during the race, and was very lucky to 


escape with a grazed elbow. 

With Potter gone it left Ditchburn 
and Grand battling for second place, 
but soon after Mick squeezed through 
Barry had to stop because of a faulty 
front brake disc. 

As the race went on Grant began to 
catch Baker, but though the gap was 
down to less than half a second at some 
stages, Baker turned up the wick in the 
closing stages to stretch open a 214 
second lead at the flag. 

Christian Sarron, his collarbone, 
broken barely a fortnight before, was a 
steady third, but a fighting perfor- 
mance from John Newbold on the 
supposedly outpaced  three-cylinder 
Suzuki earned him fourth spot on the 
last lap at the expense of Ron Haslam 
and Warren Willing, who suffered the 
whole race with front end handling 
problems. 

The second leg had a rather more 
orderly start, but the end result was 
the same. By Paddock Bend Baker was 
head, but this time Warren Willing, 
Ron Haslam and Mick Grant were 
next best in the 26 strong line up, all 
that remained of the opening 40 
qualifiers! 

Haslam ousted Willing to go into 
second place after a lap and a half, 
and at the end of the next circuit it was 
Baker, Haslam, Sarron, Grant, 
Willing and Ditchburn. 

Mick began to quicken his pace, 
though as he realized Baker was 


beginning to put free, but trying to go 
inside Christian Sarron at Dingle Dell, 
he crashed, without injury. 

That might have taken all the in- 
terest away, but for Ron Haslam's 
determination, his left wrist badly 
swollen after a crash in practice on 
Saturday morning he was grimly 
determined to hold Baker if he could. 

He did, too, but this was a much 
more polished performance from Mal 
Carter's runner. Ron wasn't hairy and 
though Baker never had to extend 
himself to the speeds he did in the first 
race, the final margin was again 
around 214 seconds. 


But could Ron grab runner up place 
overall? It looked as that might go to 
aggregate time to decide between him 
and Sarron, but the unlucky French- 
man crashed at the exit from Paddock 
on the last lap, while striving to stay 
ahead of Hubert Rigal, the hard 
riding man from Monaco. 

Rigal, in fine form was fourth over 
the line, with John Newbold holding 
off Warren Willing, and in the process 
taking third place overall his first 
points of the championship! 

Only 15 riders did the distance, and 
sadly, with one or two exceptions the 
racing in the second leg didn't match 
up to the excitement of the first. 

Britain's first ever road racing world 
Championship round on the British 
mainland had been like the curate's 
egg, good, in parts! •
